‘The Opening: Day Of 
_ Parliament Witnesses 
A A Stormy Session 


Ottawa.—The session of Canada's 
15th parliament opened in a_storm. 
First day in the house, usually little 
more than frills and formality, saw is- 
sue between government and opposi- 
tion sharply joined. Motions of con- 
fidence and non-confidence in the goy- 
ernment swept across the stage 60 
rapidly that even old parliamentary 
onlookers were bewildered and confus- 
ed. talleries were packed. Long 
rows of evening gowns told how guests 
from the opening had hurried from the 
placid atmosphere of the senate to the 
troubled scenes of the house. Mem- 
bers wildly cheered their leaders again 
and again as point after point was 
made, 

It was such an opening day as the 
Canadian Parliament has probably 
never seen before. 

Commoners had but just returned 
from formal opening in the senate 
when the batUle began. In the Upper 
House, there was all the old glittering 
display, all the old traditional cere- 
mony, ‘Then, scarcely had members 
taken their seats in their own chamber 
again when Hon. Ernest Lapointe, act- 
ing government leader, rose with a 
formal motion of confidence. lle moy- 
ed that, in the opinion of the house, 
the government was justified in retain- 
summoning parliament 
and entitled to retain office “unless

Ottawa.—The session of Canada's 
15th parlament opened in a_storm. 
First day in the house, usually little 
more than frills and formality, saw is- 
sue between government and opposi- 
tion sharply joined. Motions of con- 
fidence and non-confidence in the govy- 
ernment swept across the stage 60 
rapidly that even old parliamentary 
onlookers were bewildered and confus- 
ed.

Mr. Lapointe’s motion Obviously 
came by surprise. Right Hon, Arthur 
Meighen, Conservative leader, protest- 
ed that it‘ was out of order on the 
ground that no notice had been given, 
“Whatever autocratic sentiments they 
may recently have imbibed,” he warm- 
ly exclaimed in reference to the gov- 
ernment, “they have not the right to 
proceed without notice.” He deserib- 
ed the procedure as a discourtesy to 
parliament and a contempt of parlin 
ment,

Raising Farms 
Wheat is the Principal Crop on Over 

Half of Farms in the Dominion 

According to a bulletin of the Do- 
minion bureau of statistics, out of 711,- 
090 farms in Canada in 1921, 381,293 
froported the raising of wheat. This 
rmoeans that nearly 54 per cent. of the 
farms in the Dominion may be ro- 
garded as being devoted to the raising 
of wheat as a principal crop, Wheat 
took 20,276,070 acres of the 39,203,961 
acres in grains of all kinds, and out 
of 49,680,663 acres in fleld crops of all 
kinds. While certain farms produc- 
{ng wheat would fall within the mix: 4 
farming classification, in general the 
ralsing of wheat may be regarded as 
the criterion of the number of relative 
{mportance of grain growing farmers 
to the whole agricultural industry in 
Canada. 

According to number of farms re- 
porting the growing of wheat, the prov- 
(nces rank as follows: Saskatchewan, 
Ontarlo, Aloerta, Quebec, Manltoba, 
Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia, 
New Brunswick and British Columbia. 
The eastern provinces raising wheat 
do so in great part for consumption 
on the farm; the transportation of 
Canada’s enormous ylelds of wheat 
from the threshing fleld to town eleva- 
tors is therefore a present-day prob- 
lem of Canada, more economically im- 
portant in the west.—Regina Leader. 


Kipling Is Possibly Right 


Western Mind Cannot Hope to Under- 
stand Oriental Methods 

Tortuous as has been the course of 
the Turkish Government and diplomats 
in connection with the Mosul bound- 
ary dispute, and extremely puzzling to 
the occidental mind unfamillar with 
Oriental ways, {t is hardly probable 
that the seasoned diplomats and 
atatesmen of the League of Nations 
have been greatly surprised at It. 
Not if they have had personal experi- 
ence in negotiations with Turkey. In 
his recently published memoirs Lord 
Grey quotes an amusing and pregnant 
remark made to him by Lord Cromer, 
who, as British high commissioner in 
Egypt for many years, had had cause 
to study orflental psychology and 
methods. In discussing the probable 
course to be taken by Abdul Hamid, 
the Turkish Sultan, on a certain ques- 
tion of importance, Lord Cromer said 
that In dealing with an orlental and 
desiring to kné6w what he would do 
in certain circumstances, one should 
ask himself three questlons—what 
would the questioner himself do tn 
Uke circumstances, what would be 
done by the wisest man he knew, and 
what did he think the orlental would 
be Ikely to do. And having asked 
these questions, said Lord Cromer, 
three things could be considered set- 
tled, for it could be taken for granted 
that the oriental would do none of 
them.

| Serious Damage Has Been Done to 
Grain in Stacks and Storage 

Manitoba is menaced by a veritable 
rodent plague, and, according to re- 
ports, the flelds are so badly infested 
in certain localities as to cause alarm. 
While tho provincial department of 
agriculture has information of scrfous 
damage by rats and mice to grain in 
stacks and storage, the situation so 
far has not reached the stage where 
renewal of the “rat virus” campaign of 
a few years ogo is regarded as neces- 
sary by the authorities. Measures, 
however, are belng taken in affected 
areas to eradicate the destructive pest. 

Manitoba has no native rats, author- 
itles point out, except, of course, the 
muskrat. All the rats in the prov- 
ince have come in during the past 
twenty years, chiefly from the United 
States. 

The United States department of 
agriculture, according to Professor 
Jackson, estimates that there are 350,- 
000,000 rats in that country, and that 
they cost the nation $200,000,000 a 
year—or that the equivalent of 200,006 
farmers are kept busy ralsing food 
for mts. ~ Rats have been known to 
attack live anfmals, and fat pigs have 
died as a result of having holes eaten 
{in them. The rodents occasionally 
gnaw tho hoofs of horses until they 
bleed. 

Excepting under unusual conditions, 
an actual plague of rats In Western 
|Canada {s regarded as {mprobabte, 
says Prof. Jackson. Deep snow traps 
the rats and unless he {ts fortunately 
situated as to food and drink during 
the winter months, his numbers are 
greatly reduced. When food runs 
{short, rats eat thelr young and ofter 
each other.

Food Animals. 


Veterinary Inspectors Stationed at the , 
Large Packing Plants 

A great amount of work was done 
during the last fiscal year by tho in- 
spectors of the Dominion health of 
animals branch in inspecting food 
animals, meats and their prodticts. 
The report of the veterinary director- 
general shows that in the ‘year ending 
March 31, 1925, the inspection service’ 
éxamined. 4,386,009 carcasses of 
slaughtered meat animals of which 
only half of one per cent. were con- 
demned as unfit for human food. 

The hog is the predominant mbat 
animal from the standpoint. of niim- 


‘|bers, the total slaughter of hogs in the 


packing establishments being 2,969,638 
as compared with 917,405 cattle and 
498,966 sheep. 

The veterinary inspectors who carry 
on this work are stationed at the large 
packing plants throughout the coun- 
try. They make rigid ante and post- 
mortem examinations of animals and 
carcasses and closely supervise manu- 
facturing and sanitary conditions, and 
are therefore in a position to guar- 
antee the wholesomeness and freedom 
from disease of all meats and meat 
food products emanating from the 
supervised establishments. In thls 
way the splendid reputation of Cana- 
dian meat foods has been fully main- 
tained and the demand for our in- 
spected foods is undoubtedly increas- 
ing both at home and abroad. 


Why Months Are Uneven 


Number of Days In Year Cannot be 
Evenly Divided 

Perhaps not every one {is familiar 
with the reason why all months of the 
year have not the same. number of 
days. Month really means “Moon,” 
and originally stood for the time from 
ono full moon to the next. As man 
progressed a little, he began to take 
account of the year and to divide this 
second standard of reckoning into so 
many months. Since, however, the 
moon goes round the earth in 29 days, 
so many hours, minutes and seconds, 
while the true year consists of about 
365 days and a bit, the sum wouldn’t 
exactly divide properly, and the calen- 
dar got into hopeless confusion. To 
put this rigat, Jullus Caesar consult- 
ed with the most learned men*of his 
day and devised a new calendar giving 
the twelve months alternatively 31 
days and 30 days apiece with «# special 
arrangement for February in Leap 
Year. This plan, however, was upset 
by the vanity of Augustus, the next 
emperor, who thought that the month 
called alter him should have 3] instead 
of 30 days, and to get at this result re-

;system of uneven months, -Even so,

century and a half ago-we had again 
;to recast our calendar to meet the

Straws show which way the wind 
blows, and @ recent incident in Vienna 
is one of many signs indicating that 
the Hnglish tongue is destined to at- 
tain eventually the-status of a univer- 
sal language. It appears that last 
year the teaching of English by radio 
was started in Vienna, with some suc- 
cess.

The English vocabulary {s an enor- 
mous one. It contains some half- 
milllon words, and is one of the most 
heterogeneous that ever existed. In 
this olla-podrida there are to be found 
the verbal concoctions of many na- 
tlons, curlously intermingled Sanskrit, 
Hebrew, Itussian, Graek, Hindustani, 
Chinese, Latin, German, Celtic, Saxon, 
Danish, French, Spanish, Italian. {It 
is said that on the evidence of words 
alone it would be impossible to classi- 
fy English with any other of the es- 
tablished stocks and stems of human 
epeech; yet in the few remains of 
erammaf in English there 1s irre- 
fragable evidence that it is a branch 
of the Aryan family. 

The causes of the heterogeneity of 
the language are to be found in the 
history of the race—in the early in- 
yasions of Uritala, its,extensive com- 
merce, and its growth as a world pow- 
er; while its sultabillty as a universal 
tongue arises largely from the geo- 
graphical scattering of the domains of 
the far-flung empire, one result of 
which is that the English tongue is 
already known In almost every corner 
of the globe. Apart from the geo- 
graphical diffusion of tho language, a 
conservatiyg estimate places thea num- 
ber of those speaking it at approxi- 
mately 170,000,000 leaving all Euro- 
pean tongues far behind, 

Viewed in all its: aspects,-the action 
of Vienna appears to be far-sighted, 
well thought out and wholly in line 
With the ma-ch of events and the-prob- 
able needs of the future.

‘ Gtadiag Of Dairy Produce 


An Act Regulating’ Produce Intended 
_.For Export to Come Into Force 

An act to regulate the grading of 
dairy produce will come into effect on 
Feb, 1, 1926. 

The act as originally passed em- 
powers the government-in-council to 
make regulations: —~ 
’ (a) For the grading of dairy pro- 
dule intended for export; 

(b) For the establishment or desig- 
nation of grading stores; 

(c) For the issuing of graders’ certt- 
ficates; 

(d) For the special marking by man- 
ufacturers of packages of dairy pro- 
duce intended to be graded; 

(@). For the establishment of stand- 
ards, definitions and grades for dairy 
produce; 

(f) For the tmposition of fees for 
the grading of dairy produce. At the 
last session of parliament an amend- 
ment to the act was passed known as 
(g) for refusing to grade dairy pro- 
duce and for withholding graded cer- 
tificates. : . 

The governorin-council may pre- 
scribe the particular kinds of dairy 
produce .to which the act shall ap- 
ply and the part§ of Canada within 
which it shall be enforced. Regulations 
may be provided for an appeal to the 
Dominion dairy and cold storage com- 
missloner from the decision of a dairy 
produce grader.~ For violations of 
regulations to bt made under the act, 
a fine of not more than $200 or not less 
than $50, or imprisonment for not 
more than three months, may be im- 
posed. : 

The specific regulations to be made 
by the governor-in-council will, in all 
probability, be announced as soon as 
the act referred to above comes into 
effect.

This Winter For Next Summer’e _ 
Use A 

The natural resources intelligence 
service of the department of the tn- 
terlor at Ottawa says:— 

Canada has an opportunity at pres- 
ent to harvest a crop at comparatively 
trifling cost that will repay the own- 
er many times over before the coming 
summer is past. 

During a hot spell, when at work 
in the field or around the home, what 
is more welcome or more refreshing 
than a’cool drink? 

What are more enticing than the 
many table delicacies that can be 
made during the heated period and 
which are dependent upon an ice sup- 
ply? 

What is more necessary to the suc- 
cessful dairyman than a sufficient sup- 
ply of ice for cooling purposes? 

If we would have these advantages 
during the coming summer, now is the 
time for action. Thero are few places 
in Canada where {t {a not easy to op- 
tain all the {ce one could use simply 
for the cutting-and storing. A little 
co-operative effort by groups of farm- 
ers will make easy the harvesting of 
an ice supply, and each will be well 
repaid in pleasure, comfort and in re- 
ducing cost of living, the result of be- 
ing able to keep fresh menfs, milk, 
butter, etc. 

The ice supply, so freely provided 
by nature, is but another of Canada's 
wonderful. natural resources, the’ de- 
velopment of which means much to 
those on the farms and in the swollen 
municipalities where a community ice 
supply is not available. 

The equipment for securing ice in 
&@ small way {s not expensive while al- 
most any kind of a building will an- 
swer for storage purposes provided 
there {g sufficient insulation of saw- 
dust, fine shavings or similar material 
and that drainage is ample to carry 
off the water from the melting ice. 

Every farmer owes it to his family 
to provide them with an ice supply 
for the hot weather, and, with the very 
low cost of such supply, not many 
should be without {ce next summer. -
